The anti-inflationary restrictions imposed on the country by the. 
Spanish Government have, stimulated the activitios of, 
smugglers, and it is not unknown now for acroplanes to 
swoop low over lonely Spanish hillsides, dropping cases of 


rhythm of the modernisation of 
this under-developed natlon. 


But In 1950, the notes in cir- 
culation increased by nearly 
9,000 million -pesctas to reach

The reasons for this upward 
{rend-are more or !ess similar

through a hard time, for varying 
reasons, frum 1931 to 1951. | 


FICTITIOUS 


Last year; General Francisco 
Franco’s Cabinet decided to 
make sweeping wage Increascs 
for agricultural and = industrial 
workers alike. Increases in 
home cases amounted to OO per 
cent of the existing basic wage. 
The effect of this was to add rn 
amount estimated at between 
20,000 million and 25,000 million 


|pesetas to the pay packets of 


the Spanish workers. 


When the nation’s spending 
money is thus suddenly inflated, 
its value ig bound to fall. And 
even if a fictitious exchange ratc 
is imposed at home, in the oul- 
side world its value will find its 
more or less correct level. So 
it was not surprising that the 
peseta in Tangier, which had 
stood at 52 pesetas to one dolir 
in 1950 and then improved to 43 
by. 1955, slipped back to 60 
pesetas to one dollar by Novem- 
ber 1957. , 


It Is only fair to say that 
other factors have intervened, 
though on a lesser scale. The 
establishmont of the Moroccun 
Empire in 1966 meant that con- 
siderable sums of the some 3,000 
milli6n pesctas estimated to be 
in circulation im the Spanish 
zone, found thelr way ,to 
Tangler and their conversion 
into other currencies helped ta 
pull down the value of the 
Pescta. 


POOR SOUTH _ 


The smuggling of money out 
of Spain and trickery with 
import Ucences to bring in more 
goods than the leence was in- 
traded to admit, also have had 
thelr effect. 


But there fs no doubt that th 
main cause was the wage in\ 
creases of 1956, It is ssib} 
that social reasons and the necd 
to give the modest way of Ife 
of the Spanish worker a vigor- 


cus push upwards justifled the 
move, But the virtual ‘cerfainty 
of on inflationary result wos o 
reality. : 

No one can doubt that the 
move did alter the living stan- 
dard of Spain's masses. For 
example, in 1956, the textile 
wwarchouscs of Barcelona were 
stacked {to their roof-tops with 
hundreds of milllons of pesctac’ 
worth of sult-lengths and 
household nen which had no 
buyers. Today, these ware- 
houscs are empty. Some tcxtlle 
facterics ute working three 
shifts a doy and from the “poor 
south” it is reported that textile 
retailers pay bonuses for quick 
delivery to manufacturers of 
suitings and women’s clothes 
and houschold textiles. 

The worker’s wages still sec 
to be ahead of the prices. The 
figures collected by the united 
Chembers of Commerce of Sprin 
this year show that the overall 


“| index of the cost of living, which 


atood at 012 in 1055, rose to 982 
In 1956 and by August 1957 had 
tisen to 1,125, This is a ciso of 
roughly 23 per cent, so that 
workers who got increnscs of 
50 per cont in thelr wages have 
a favourable balance, 

That the price index has not 
eoared more steeply iv due to 
the fact that the Government 
has been able to peg at levels 
near to those of 1951 the price 
of such basic foodstuffs as wheat 
ond olive oil. What this really 
menns {s that the farmer hag 
been sacrificed for the benefit of 
the city-dweller. 


STABILISING 


General Franco introduced a 
new Government in February 
1957 and gnve two young 
Catholic figures, Senor Alberto 
Ullastres and Senor Mariano 
Navarro Rubio, the two key 
Ministries, of Commerce and 
Finance, with the difficult 
mission of stabilising the uncasy 
peseta. , 

Their methods so far have 
been orthodox. As_ in other 
lands menaced by inflation, the 
bank rate has been raised, {m- 
ports have been cut end ercdits 
to manufacturers and traders 
have been reduced.

But some of the younger 
economists are not convinced 
that these time-tried and con- 
ventional remedies are sufficient. 
They argue strongly that Spain 
needs to plan her future de- 
velopment by adjusting her 
resources to fit her future needs 
as equably as is possible. 

They think that these sudden 
advances followed by equally 
violent braking are unsound— 
and they are saying so as vigor- 
cusly' as the press censor per- 
mits.—China Mail Specint.
